sus Work, As Any Political Activity 


on Their Part Will Be Cause For 


Immediate Dismissal. 


Beverly, Mass.. Aug. 16.— In a letter 
addressed to Secretary Nagel, of the 
department of commerce aud labor. 
President Taft served notice that any 
man engaged in the taking of the thir­ 
teenth census of the United Stales 
who engages In politics in any way 
will immediately be dismissed from 
the service 
Outside of casting their 
votes, the president believes that cen­ 
sus 
supervisors 
and 
enumerators 
should keep clear of anything that 
savors of politics, national, state or 
local. 
Mr. Taft says that in appointing cen­ 
sus sup rvisors it 
has been found 
necessary to select m^n recommended 
by senators and congressmen in their 
districts. 
He says he realizes that 
this method of selection might easily 
he perverted 
to 
political purposes, 
and it is to take the census out of 
politics, so far as the actual work is 
concerned, that he has explicitly ex­ 
pressed his desires as to the regula­ 
tions. 
President Taft has told the r<*pre- 
se d a tiv e s 
and 
senators 
who 
have 
urged various men for census places 
that he would insist that no active 
partisan should he named and that no 
attempt should be made to build ap a 
political machine in any state or dis 
trict through the distribution of the 
census patronage. The president's let­ 
ter In part follows: 
“Mr. Dear Mr. Secretary—The tak 
ing of the census Involves the appoint­ 
ment of some three hundred supervis­ 
ors. who. in turn are to appoint many 
times that number of enumerators. 
Tile supervisors are given complete 
discretion in the selection of enum­ 
erators 
respectively 
to 
act 
under 
them. 
The success of the census will 
depend upon the efficiency and strict 
attention to duty of the supervisors, 
and upon the intelligence of the enum­ 
erators and their faithful application 
to the business in hand. 
“Generally, there is a supervisor for 
each congressional district. 
It has 
been found to be the quickest and best 
mf ans of selecting suitable supervis­ 
ors to consult the congressmen an* 
senators as to competent candidates 
from their respective 
districts 
and 
states. 
“This system 
can 
easily be per­ 
verted to political purposes if the su­ 
pervisors are not forbidden to use it 
as an instrument for influencing local 
and general elections and primaries 
in the interest of particular candidates 
or parties. 
It is not an unreasonable 
requirement that anyone who accept** 
an appointment as supervisor or as 
enumerator shall, during the term of 
his employment and service, avoid an 
active part In politics. 
“I therefore order that, in the prep­ 
aration of regulations for the taking 
of the census, you and the director of 
the census embody therein a provis­ 
ion that any supervisor or enumera­ 
tor who uses his Influence with his 
subordinates or colleagues to assist 
any party, or any candidate in a pri­ 
mary or general election, or who takes 
any part, other than merely casting 
his vote, in politics, national, state, or 
local, either by service upon a politi­ 
cal committee, by public addresses. 
by the solicitation of votes, or other­ 
wise, shall at once be dismissed from 
the service.” 
One hundred and thirty-four add! 
tional supervisors of the census were 
announced. President Taft has been 
kept 
busy 
signing 
the 
commis­ 
sions of the successful 
candidates. 
Altogether. 184 of the 330 supervisors 
now have been commissioned, and Mr. 
Taft’s task is a little more than half 
completed. 
Practically all of the ap­ 
pointments have been agreed upon, 
but some are being held up tempor­ 
arily on account of protests.

Lucama lies submerged at the Hus- 
kisson dock, seriously damaged, hav­ 
ing been gutted from her funnels for­ 
ward by fire, which broke out on board 
the liner Saturday evening. The flames 
are supposed to have originated in 
the saloon kitchen. 
The fire brigade of the vessel, with 
two powerful motor engines, turned 
out Immediately at the first alarm and 
found the first saloon burning fiercely 
from end to end. 
Despite all their ef­ 
forts the flames gradually worked for­ 
ward until they reached the steerage, 
consuming every partiele of the wood­ 
work there and then played havoc 
with the for- hold. 
At this tim e the heat was trem en­ 
dous. and the flames shooting high 
from the vessel attracted thousands 
of persons to the side of the river, 
where they remained throughout the 
night 
Tt was decided to flood the vessel 
by admitting water into her from the 
deck. 
Soon she keeled over and her 
funnels came in contact 
with 
the 
cranes on the dock and were badly 
damaged. 
A half dozen firemen, who were on 
the gangway at this time. were thrown 
Into the water, but all were rescued. 
A fleet of tugs then was brought into 
requisition, and pulled tho liner up 
right and held her until she settled 
firmly on the mud bottom 
It was hours later before the fir*- 
was under control and the fire brigade 
was able to relinquish Its ta<k. The 
second class quarters anil the whole 
after part of the boat. Including the 
engine room, escaped Injury from the 
flames, and comparatively little dam 
age was done to the exterior of the 
vessel.

CHINESE WOMAN 
BRUTALLY SLAIN 


Chinese Quarter of New Yerk 


Stirred by Fresh Crime. 


HUSBAND HELD AS SUSPECT 


Victim. Said to Be One of the Moat 


Beautiful Young Chinese Women In 


City, W as Stabbed In H alf a Dozen 


Placet W ith a Hunting Knife.

16.—Chinatown 
boiled over again on discovery of the 
murder of the most beautiful of the 
few Chinese women in New York. Bow 
Kim. twenty-one years old, who came 
here from San Francisco about a year 
ago with an Americanized Chinaman, 
Chin Leu, thirty-one years old. 
It was about 2 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. just as the usual nightly revelry 
was quieting down, 
that 
Chin Lea 
dashed out of a tenem ent house at 17 
Mott street, crying: “ My woman been 
murdered.” The street, filled w-ith loi­ 
tering Chinamen and parties of Ameri­ 
can “sightseers.” all of whom quickly 
recalled the sensational murder of El­ 
sie Sigel, th** missionary girl. was 
thrown into excitement. 
A policeman and a detective hur­ 
ried Into the house under Lon’s direc­ 
tion. through dark hallways to a rear 
room on the second floor. The door 
was locked, and 
the 
officers w-ere 
about to br**ak it in when l>*n pushed 
thf*m aside and unlocked it himself. 
In a bedroom the murdered woman 
lay on the door, stabbed in half a 
dozen places. 
Her slender neck was 
ringed with bloody finger marks, indi­ 
cating a struggle with her assailant, 
and beside her lay a crusted hunting 
knife. 
Tt was evident that the woman had 
been dead for two or three hours. On 
the stairs were found traces of blood 
and also on a door leading to the store 
of Yuen Chin A- Co. on the ground 
floor. Three Chinamen there w*-re ar­ 
rested. 
although 
they 
denied 
a c ­ 
knowledge of the murder. Six Ameri­ 
can women, who declared themselves 
to be the wives of Chinamen, were 
fotfh I in th** house and arrested, but 
none would admit any knowledge of 
Bow Kims 
death. fS- the murdered 
womans' room were found many busi­ 
ness letters in Chinese, but none that 
gave a clue. 
I>*n declared that he 
had no id* a who killed his wife. unless 
“maybe Se* 
Sing kill her. See Sing 
say she o w e him money and he try to 
get it ” Sing, too. had once been in 
love with Bow Rim, he said. As to 
Sing’s whereabouts, he knew nothing, 
lien's account of himself was that he 
had spent the earl}*'evening until 7 
o’clock with his wife, ami then he had 
gone to 22 Mott street. 
Returning at 
2 o’clock in the morning, he found the 
body on th** floor. In touching it he 
had soiled his hands with blood which. 
in turn, had smeared the door and 
at airway, as he hurri*Al to the street. 
No formal charge has been preferred 
against Len but he is held in $5000 
bail as a “material witness.”

Again, iii their education careful at­ 
tention should be paid to their walk. 
As this is tile only gait they have, it is

By Inclination they

A careless driver will soon get an ox

grooming. 
To do their best w’ork they 
wa ut 
grain 
and 
regular 
feeding

well as horses. 
They will also appre­ 
ciate grooming the same. 
Mauy a yoke 
draws a plow all day without a grain 
feed or even 
water at 
noon and at 
night Is unyoked and turned out In the 
yard with only a poor feed of hay or 
grass. 
This is not fair to the oxen 
They cannot under such conditions do 
their best, aud then it is said that cat­ 
tle are no good for farm work, are too 
slow and cannot begin to do the work 
of horses. 
On our hill farms we can 
hardly do a1! kinds of farm work with 
out oxen. 
When getting up wood and logs in 
the 
winter 
they 
can 
be 
taken 
into 
rough wood lots and rough roads c o y 
ered with deep snow, where it would 
be impossible and unsafe to use* h o rse*, 
and many of our hillside tillage lan d s 
can

plowed

with oxen.

And if a team are well kept they ar* 
not much of a loss if by accident they

ing one pound of ordinary wash soap 
Id a gallon of water. 
To this. boiling 
hot. should be added two gallons of 
kerosene. 
This combination should be 
agitated until thoroughly mixed, when 
it should be diluted to thirty gallons 
and used at once. 
Both sprays will 
give best results if they are applied 
with a sprayer under good pressure. 


If the feeding schedule carried out
